WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


The State of New Hampshire 


(L. 8.) To the inhabitants of the Town of Lebanon 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said town on the second Tuesday of March 
next at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


First—To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing 
year. 


Second—To choose one Selectman for the’ en- 
suing three years, Overseer of the Poor, Collector 
of Taxes, Highway Agent, and all other necessary 
town officers for the ensuing year. 


Third—To choose a Trustee to administer the 
Trust Funds of the town for three years. 

Fourth—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year. 


Fifth—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the construction and repair of high- 
ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Sixth—To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise for the construction and repairs of 
sewers and sidewalks for the ensuing year. 


Seventh—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to. raise for the improvement of the 
cemeteries of the town, or act thereon. 
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Eighth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day, or act thereon. 


Ninth—To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of six hundred dollars to provide a free bed 
at the Mary Hitchcock Hospital, or act thereon. 


Tenth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to assist in the work of the 
Visiting Nurse Association or act thereon. 


Eleventh—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the benefit of the West 
Lebanon Library, or act thereon. 


Twelfth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the benefit of the Lebanon 
Public Library. 


Thirteenth—To see what action the town will 
take to enable it to secure the provisions of Chapter 
35, Laws of 1905, in relation to improved highways, 
and of Chapter 138, Laws of 1911, Section 27, in 
relation to the maintenance of the roads, or act 
thereon. 

Fourteenth—To see if the town will vote to ex- 
tend the sidewalks on the northerly side of Eldridge 
Street from the end of the old walk to the end of 
the street.

The Board of Selectmen of Lebanon, N. H.: 


In accordance with your instructions we have 
audited the accounts of the Town of Lebanon for 
the year ended January 31, 1925, and have pre- 
pared the accompanying balance sheet as_ at 
January 31, 1925, and statement of receipts and 
disbursements for the year. 

Book values of fixed assets represent. costs, 
wherever known, and estimates for other items. 
We ascertained that all additions during the year 
were entered at cost and constituted proper charges 
to these accounts. 3 

We verified cash by confirmation obtained 
directly from depositories, except that the agent of 
the Bank Commissioners in charge of the Peoples 
Trust Company did not confirm the amount, 
$2,664.26, shown by the books of the town as on 
deposit to the credit of the New Town Hall Build- 
ing Committee on January 31, 1925. All other 
assets have been verified to our satisfaction. 

Notes payable and bonds outstanding as at 
January 381, 1925 were confirmed by independent 
investigations. 

The closing of the Peoples Trust Company in 
January, 1925 made it necessary to borrow funds 
to carry on the activities of the town, under the 
general act passed by the New Hampshire Legis- 
lature on February 5, 1925. Included in the ac- 
counts for the year ended January 31, 1925 and 
reflected in the accompanying schedules are certain 
receipts and disbursements applicable to that year, 
but actually received or disbursed up to and in- 
cluding February 14, 1925. 

Accompanying this report is a statement of 
receipts and disbursements by the New Town Hall 
Building Committee, prepared at the request of its 
chairman, covering all recorded transactions by 
that committee to January 31, 1925, incident to 
building and equipping the New Town Hall. So 
far as we were able to ascertain, all bills contracted 
by the committee were paid prior to January 31, 
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1925 except one bill, for screens, amounting to 
$717.00. 

In addition to the general accounts we audited 
for the year ended January 31, 1925 accounts of 
the Trustees of Trust Funds, the Lebanon Public 
Library, and the Treasurer of the Lebanon Cemetery 
Committee, and found all indicated receipts and 
disbursements to be properly accounted for. We 
accepted as evidence of the Trust Funds reported 
to be in the hands of the Trustees on January 31, 
1925 savings bank books, without direct verification 
from the banks with respect to those items. In- 
cluded in those funds were $5,452.34 on deposit 
in the Peoples Trust Company. Credit had. not 
been taken on the savings account pass books com- 
posing the foregoing total for interest accretions 
subsequent to December 31, 1928. 

Subject to the foregoing comments we here- 
by certify that, in our opinion, the accompanying 
balance sheet and related statement of receipts 
and disbursements set forth correctly the financial 
position of the Town of Lebanon. New Hampshire 
as at January 31, 1925, and properly present its 
financial transactions for the year then ended.

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AUDITING COMMITTEE REPORT 


February 15, 1925. 


According to the vote passed at the last Town 
Meeting, the Auditing Committee hired the firm 
of Lybrand, Ross Bros. & Montgomery, accountants 
and auditors, of Boston, Mass. to make a detailed 
audit of the Town accounts for the three years 
ending January 31, 1924. 


We quote from their letter of September 13, 1924 
as follows: 


“There are enclosed five copies of our report on 
audit of accounts of Town of Lebanon, New Hamp- 
shire, for the fiscal year ended January 31, 1924. 
Included in this report are comments on our ex- 
amination of district, precinct and other accounting 
units within the town, for related fiscal periods.”’ 


“As a result of our examination we believe that 
the town and its various accounting units have been 
served during the period under review by faithful 
officials: who tried to keep true account of trans- 
actions. There was not, in all cases, evidence of a 
high degree of familiarity with good bookkeeping 
practice; but in the main information necessary to 
make a complete audit of the accounts was avail- 
able in some form or other. The notable exception 
was the accounts of the Lebanon Center Village 
Fire Precinct. Conditions described in the report 
relative to the accounts of this Precinct appeared 
to be due to carelessness and we do not attribute 
them to any other cause.” 


“We found no evidence whatever, tending to 
show that the town has lost money through the acts 
of its fiscal and accounting officers. On the con- 
trary, there is some reason to believe that some or 
all of the $858.80 credited as miscellaneous receipts 
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to the Town Hall Insurance Account, as shown on 
Schedule K, did not belong to the town, but should 
perhaps have been deposited by Mr. Foster to the. 
credit of some other account.” 


“In addition to the points of major criticism em- 
bodied in the report, such as lack of treasurer’s 
signature on town orders, the failure to have all 
the town monies pass through the hands of the 
treasurer, neglect of budget requirements, and in- 
complete records of transactions of the Board of 
Selectmen, we list below certain minor errors noted 
during our examination but which we think of too 
little importance to include in the formal report: 


Column totals in the Selectmen’s cash 
book and in the town treasurer’s cash 
book were entered in pencil rather than 
in ink. The pages for recording receipts 
in the selectmen’s cash book for the year 
1921 were not complete in that the items 
in many cases had not been distributed to 
the analysis columns and a number of these 
columns had not been footed. The pages 
of the town treasurer’s cash book for the 
year 1922 were not all footed and the col- 
umn totals in many cases had not been 
entered.” 


“As your committee is undoubtedly aware, we 
have been authorized by the Board of Selectmen 
to install for the Town of Lebanon an accounting 
system based upon the requirements of the New 
Hampshire Tax Commission. That work is now in 
progress and we shall exercise the opportunity 
thereby offered for presenting such recommenda- 
tions for revised procedure as were suggested by 
our audit examination. It seems, however, super- 
fluous to repeat at this time, suggestions which will 
be emphasized in our system report.” 


“We are glad to express our appreciation of the 
spirit of helpful cooperation shown to our repre- 
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sentatives by those officials of Lebanon with whom 
our examination brought us in contact.” 


The detailed report is on file at the Selectmen’s 
Office and is open to inspection.
